Gas Survey Results 
Are Encouraging 

Colin Gillies, representative of 
Canadian Western Natural Gas 
Company Limited, said today that 
the survey being conducted by the 
Gas Company in the Crows Nest 
Pass is very encouraging. 

The survey is being made to get 
an idea of how many persons in 
the Pass towns of Frank, Blair- 
more, Coleman and Bellevue 
would be interested in having gas 
service supplied to their homes. 
The men so far have completed 
their survey in Frank, Bellevue 
and Blairmore and are presently 
doing Coleman. 

Mr. Gillies stated that so far the 
men were pleased with the results 
of the survey but said that many 
residents were under the false im¬ 
pression that coal furnaces and 
other appliances could not be con¬ 
verted to economically use gas. 

Although the gas company is not 
in the conversion business it was 
learned that a coal furnace in good 
shape could be successfully con¬ 
verted to use natural gas at less 
thon one-third the cost of a new 
gas furnace. 

Persons having the gas installed 
in their homes would be charged 
an approximate 95c per foot for 
the laying of a service line from 
their lot line to the gas meter in 
their home. Natural gas can be 
used for heating, cooking, clothes 
drying, incineration and refriger¬ 
ation. 

Instalation of natural gas service 
in the Crows Nest Pass would be 
an added incentive to encourage 
further industry to come to this 
area.

Alberta Operator's 
Licences Expire 

Gordon E. Taylor, Minister of 
Highways, announced the follow¬ 
ing items today: 

1— That, Alberta Operator’s Li¬ 
censes issued in 1957 will expire 
on the licencee’s birthdate in 1962. 

Renewal applications will be 
mailed from Edmonton to the last 
recorded address of the driver, 
approximately 30 days in advance 
of the expiry of his five-year Op¬ 
erator’s Licence. This will allow 
sufficient time for the driver to 
apply for and obtain his new li¬ 
cence before the expiry of his 
five-year licence. 

Any person who has not receiv¬ 
ed his renewal application at least 
10 days prior to the expiry of his 
old licence should immediately 
write to the Department, giving 
his name, address, birthdate and 
operator’s licence number and re¬ 
quest a new application form. 

All drivers should take particu¬ 
lar note of the following: 

(a) that, every driver is requir¬ 
ed by law to notify the De¬ 
partment of Highways of any 
change of address; 

(b) that, in the event of any 
change of name by marri¬ 
age or by legal change of 
name under the Change of 
Name Act, such correction 
should be noted on the re¬ 
newal application form; 

(c) That, on receipt of the re¬ 
newal application, it should 
be checked carefully to as¬ 
sure that it is correct in ev¬ 
ery way. If there is any er¬ 
ror, note the error in the 
space provided on the ap¬ 
plication form; 

(d) that, immediately on receipt 
of the renewal application, 
the application should be 
completed and submitted to 
the nearest licence issuing 
office, together with a fee of 
$5.00 or application should 
be forwarded together with a 
postal money order made 
payable to The Provincial 
Treasurer and addressed to: 

The Registrar, 

Motor Vehicle Branch, 

Department of Highways, 

97th Ave. and 106th St., 

Edmonton, Alberta. 

2— That, commencing on Janu¬ 
ary 1,1962, Learner’s Permits will 
be discontinued and Operator’s Li¬ 
cences may be issued restricted to 
a learner category. Applicants for 
learner’s category operator’s li¬ 
cence must qualify by success¬ 


fully passing the basic minimum 
vision and knowledge test. After 
qualifying, application may be 
made to the nearest licence issu¬ 
ing office, together with a fee of 
$5.00 or by forwarding the appli¬ 
cation together with postal money 
order for $5.00 made payable to 
The Provincial Treasurer and ad¬ 
dressed to The Registrar. 

At any time after procuring an 
Operator’s Licence in a learner 
category, application may be made 
to the nearest Driver Examination 
Office to qualify for an unrestrict¬ 
ed licence, provided the applicant 
is sixteen or over. 

Slum clearance 
slows 

Canadians aren’t really trying 
very hard to clean up their slums, 
says The Financial Post. 

There’s plenty of money to do 
the job, but they just can’t seem 
to agree to use it to the full ad¬ 
vantage. 

Federal government complains 
that cities and towns aren’t mak¬ 
ing enough use of sections in the 
National Housing Act aimed spe¬ 
cifically at urban re-development. 

But city officials retort that Ot¬ 
tawa could be a lot more generous. 
There’s agreement on both sides, 
however, that “centre blight” and 
“suburban sprawl” afflict most 
Canadian cities. 

The Canadian Federation of 
Mayors and Municipalities argue 
that Ottawa should set up a muni¬ 
cipal development bank where mu¬ 
nicipalities could get money on 
terms as favorable as possible. 

Slum clearance project should 
allow for a variety of uses and not 
be slanted, almost exclusively, at 
housing. 

How did 
Kirkland Lake 
get its name? 

Kirkland Lake, Ont., one of the 
lagrest unincorporated communi¬ 
ties in Canada as well as one of 
the largest gold mining centres in 
the country, was named after Win¬ 
nie Kirkland, an employee of the 
provincial Department of Lands 
and Forests at the time of the gold 
rush. 

The lake around which the com¬ 
munity developed has long since 
been filled in. It was In July, 1911 
that a solitary prospector skirted 
the east shore of this then un¬ 
named lake, panned rock and dis¬ 
covered gold.

He was Bill Wright, who, with 
his brother-in-law, founded the 
Wright - Hargreaves mine. 

Six months later Harry Oakes, 
with a packsack and a cash bal¬ 
ance of $2.56, trudged to stake a 
claim on the south shore of the 
same lake. His grub stake, the 
Lake Shore mine, developed the 
deepest mihing shaft on the con¬ 
tinent. The first producing mine 
was the Tough Oakes. The bonanza 
years for Kirkland Lake were 
1927 and 1928. 

Exporters offer 
long time credit 

Canadian exporters can now com¬ 
pete equally with foreign suppli¬ 
ers from any country when it 
comes to giving their customers 
abroad extended credit terms, ac¬ 
cording to a folder on Government 
Export Financing published re¬ 
cently by the Export Credits In¬ 
surance Corporation. 

The Corporation is the Federal 
government’s financing agency for 
export credit transactions, oper¬ 
ating under Section 21A of the 
Export Credits Insurance Act. 

Through its special Export Fin¬ 
ance Division the Corporation 
deals directly with the Canadian 
exporter. It is the exporter him¬ 
self who develops the foreign busi¬ 
ness and negotiates the financing 
arrangements with the Corpora¬ 
tion. Payments for the equipment 
are made direct by the Corpora¬ 
tion to the exporter just as if the 
foreign buyer had made a cash 
purchase. 

Government financing is reserv¬ 
ed for export sales of capital goods 
requiring credit terms of longer 
than five years. The period in¬ 
volved can be as long as 15 years 
or more if this is necessary to en¬ 
able the Canadian exporter to 
compete successfully for foreign 
business. 

Such long term financing for ex¬ 
ports is not available from the 
banks or other commercial sources 

The new folder outlines the type 
of transactions financed, terms of 
credit, financing costs, how to ne¬ 
gotiate transactions, eligibility for 
financing andjiow to apply.

Govt, to Increase 
Teacher Training 
Period 

The Government has decided to 
increase the minimum period of 
teacher training from one to two 
years effective September, 1962. 
This action is consistent with the 
Government’s long-established pol¬ 
icy of continuously upgrading the 
quality of school services through¬ 
out the province. 

In view of the very large num¬ 
bers of high school graduates now 
entering the Faculty of Education 
from year to year, it is feasible to 
raise the minimum period of tea¬ 
cher training to two years. 

This means that any student 
who enters the Faculty for the 
first time next fall and thereafter 
will be required to complete at 
least two years of training before 
he is eligible to receive a teach¬ 
ing certificate from the Depart¬ 
ment of Education. 

In keeping with the outstanding 
record of leadership which Al¬ 
berta has given in the field of edu¬ 
cation in Canada, this Province is 
the first to raise the minimum tea¬ 
cher training requirement to two 
years. 

Teaching certificates that have 
already been awarded by the De¬ 
partment for one year of training 
such as the Junior E. Certificate, 
will remain valid, and the holders 
will continue to enjoy all the tea¬ 
ching privileges which these cer¬ 
tificates have granted them. 

Teachers who come to Alberta 
from other Provinces and other 
countries will be issued Alberta 
Certificates on the same basis as 
at present with respect to any aca¬ 
demic and professional training 
completed prior to September 1st, 
1962. In future, however, those 
who commence their programs of 
teacher training in other Provin¬ 
ces or other jurisdictions after 
that date will be required to show 
that they have completed the 
equivalent of two years of train¬ 
ing at the University of Alberta.
